among drivers and bakers.

T. Devlin to be United States Attorney for the northern dis- 


trict of California was ordered rejected by the Senate com- 


mittee on judicary today. 


Devlin has occupied the office for about five years, all 


execpt one term being under recess appointment. 


Senate Almost Certain to Accept Verdict 


There is little doubt that the Seriate will accept the 


verdict of the judicary committee. 


The case was investigated with great thoroughness by 


a sub-committee, which considered all the protests against 
Devlin's continuance in office and heard a number of wit- 
nesses. 


The decision to reject the nomination was byvjva voce 


vote and no member of the full committee made a request for 
a division. 


The result was reached with practical unanimity. 


Charges Grow Out of Perrin-Benson Case 


Devlin was accused of "conduct unbecoming a United 


States Attorney" in the so-called Perrin-Benson case. He . 
obtained a conviction of both Perrin and Benson for conspir- 


acy to defraud the United States in the acquirement of lands 
in California. 


The case was reversed by the Federal Court of Appeals 


and remanded back for re-trial, but before it was re-tried the 
indictment against Perrin was dismissed. 


The fight against Devlin's confirmation was led by Dr. 


Perrin, an Arizona land and sheep owner, who charged Dev- 
iin with suooressina evidence in his case.

the red race from extinction from the 
families of mankind, the bureau of In- 
dian 
affairs is prosecuting its health 


campaign among the Indians with all the 
vigor possible. 
In furtherance of its 


crusade Dr Joseph A, Murphy, medical 
supervisor of the Indian service, 
has 


left Washington to Investigate conditions 
on a number of reservations and in sev- 
eral Indian 
schools in the West and 


Southwest, with particular reference to 
tuberculosis and trachoma. 
These two 


diseases are scourges among the Indians. 


Directly from their life In the open In 


the tepees of their primitive days, the 
Indians have advanced to the Indoor ex- 
istence of civilization, regardless, in 
large measure, of the necessary requi- 
sites and sanitation. 
The mortality among the Indians Is 


equivalent to twice that among the white 
i ace and tuberculosis forms fifty per 
cent of their death rate, according to 
statistics. 
Trachoma 
is particularly 
prevalen 


among the Indians in the southwest. In 
the Indian schools which ha-* e been ex 
amined in New Mexico, from 11 to 5 
per cent of the children were affllcte< 
with this disease of the eyes; In Arizona 
the percentage ranged from 61 to 68 pe 
cent,

It would be weeks be- 
fore he could get around to that boy for 
the second lesson. 
I do not think we 


should make the school curriculum any 
more crowded than It Is. 
"The time for gymnastics and athletics 


Is after school hours. At that time the 
boys In some schools, here In New York 
at least, are allowed to box In the gym. 
That form of exercise at such a «m« snd 
In such a place should be encouraged. I 
would favor legislation providing for an 
Instructor in boxing to be attached to 
each boys' school to give lessons after 
school hours to teach boys who want It 
and to supervise friendly bouts between 
the boys. 


WILL NOT PROVOKE FIGHT*. 


"Some people might object to this on 


the ground that It might be a source of 
quarrel among the boys. In my opinion. 
It would be the other way. The boy who 
can tight does not seek a quarrel as a 
rule. There Is that In the art of self- 
defense that develope* manliness in a boy 
and rises above, petty <ruarrels.

WASHINGTON, March-14.—Found by 


the lower federal court to be aromWna- 
tlon in restraint of trade and a monopoly 
of a branch of Interstate commerce, the 
"Standard Oil Company" today appeared 
at the bar of the Supreme court of the 
United States to make final argument 
against its dissolution under the Sher- 
man anti-trust law. 


This proceeding before the highest tri- 


bunal of the country is the outgrowth of 
years of investigation of "Standard OH" 
on the part of the government. 


FIQHT OF YEAR*. 


Its Immediate origin was a petition 


filed In 1906 by the department of jus- 
tice in the United States Circuit court 
for the Eastern district of IMssourl ask- 
ing for the dissolution of the Standard 
Oil Company of New Jersey, as violating 
the Sherman anti-trust law. 
Testimony 


was taken in St Jxiuls and In New York 
In the case, John D. Rockefeller being a 
witness. 
Four judges had been called 


In to pass on the case and they finally 
announced a decree granting substantial- 
ly all that the government had abked. It 
is from this decree that the counsel for 
the Standard OH appealed to the Su- 
preme court. 
Only eight Justices will 


participate in the consideration of the 
case, Justice Moody being 111 with rheu- 
matism. 
The defense Is headed by John O. John- 


son, John G. Milburn and D. T. Watson. 
On the government's side are Attorney 
General Wickersham and Frank B. Kel- 
logg, who has fought the cas« from the 
first. 


RECOVERY SUITS

WASHINGTON, March 14.—The De- 


partment of Justice sent a report to tiip 
Senate today that proceeding* had been 
Instituted to recover lands sold under 
the 
Oregon 
and 
California 
Railroad 


Company's land grant and that the tjilti 
had been directed aealnat both the rail- 
road and the purchasers of the lands. 
It was stated "that the conditions of the 
grants had been violated tn many In- 
stances and that the lands should be re- 
covered by the government.

Let Us Have Good Streets. 


The statement of Street Superintendent Howe that 200 blocks 


rf permanent paving will be laid during the present season, ex- 
clusive of street work planned for the annexed district, is a welcome 
announcement to the public. It is one of the most-cheering bits of 
news that has come from the City Hall in some time. 


More paving and better paving is what the city most needs. 


Oakland has reached the stage of development when macadamized 
roadways will not answer for the public needs or be accepted! as 
paved streets in the proper sense of the term. They cut up and wear 
out quickly when subjected to heavy traffic, abounding in mud dur- 
ing the rainy season and in dust during the dry. They cannot be 
washed and swept as can paved streets and hence cannot be kept 
clean. Moreover, they are evidences of village life. The time has ar- 
riVed "when they must give way to permanent paving of a character 
answering to the demands of traffic and corresponding to the import- 
ance of the city. The alternating afflictions of mud and dust must 
be got rid of at whatever cost. They hurt business and'depress prop- 
erly values and injure the appearance of the city. 


We realize the difficulties that must be surmounted in 


carrying forward a general street improvement at this time, diffi- 
culties which perplex officials and impose hardships on many prop- 
erty owners, but they are obstacle? which must be met and sur- 
mounted. The tremendous growth of the city during the last few 
years has created extraordinary demands, from every quarter, on 
the municipal treasury, and hence unusual burdens have4been im- 
posed on taxpayers and property owners, but we cannot afford to 
neglect the streets. 
Good streets are the most vital thing in 


municipal development, the most obvious and necessary appurte- 
nances of busy civic life. 
\Ve had to acquire and improve park 


lands, erect new school houses, increase our fire and police service, 
install a sewer system and do many other necessary things—some 
of which have been neglected in the past—all at once. Municipal 
and commercial needs have compelled large expenditures lor other 
purposes. Taxes have been high in consequence, and a good many 
-people have balked at paying the cost of curbing, paving and side- 
walking the streets in a permanent manner. 
Nevertheless the 


streets must be paved; we cannot halt in the progressive march, 
and we cannot, without inflicting injury on individual as well as 
•general interests, allow the streets to remain in the condition of 
country roads. 


It is economy in the long run to lay pavements now at what- 


ever cost and inconvenience. The expense is really a form of in- 
vestment that will yield a profitable return in the increase of busi- 
ness and the enhanced value of property. Something is gained 
merely by the improvement in the looks of the city; and to be re- 
lieved from the chronic nuisance of mud and dust is worth a good 
deal. 


Now the municipal corporation cannot do everything. 
It is 


beset by constant demands for more lights, more fire houses, better 
police protection and a thousand and one things that add to the 
cost of government. It has done wonderfully well during the last 
few years, and the officers who are directing the municipal energies 
are striving to put things in better shape. But their means are 
limited and they are hampered by statutory provisions and revenues 
inadequate to the task of crowding twenty years' improvement in 
less than a decade. Our population has more than trebled in the 
last ten years and the city has completely changed in character. 
It has required unusual energy, sagacity and financial perspicuity 
to deal with the situation forced on us by recent events and the 
extraordinary increase in population. 
There are some things to 


complain of, but on the whole the affairs of the city have been 
managed in a remarkably capable manner. On the whole who of 
us would undertake to do better? Street improvement is where 
we have lagged, and it is this branch of development that must 
be taken up and prosecuted with energy. The property owners 
must co-operate with the municipal authorities in this matter; the 
law compels it and the conditions require it. Protesting against 
street work merely obstructs development and clogs 
municipal 


energies. 
While we sympathize with the small property owner 


who has to borrow money to pay his street assessment we can 
only recommend to him cheerful acquiescence; but with the wealthy 
who are holding property for a rise in value we have small patience 
and TSO sympathy whatever. People who try to sweat wealth to 
which\hey contribute nothing out of a community are not entitled 
to consideration. If they persist in standing in the way of progress 
they will have to be run over. The city must go forward, and it 
cannot go forward unless we have good streets. 


The Philadelphia Car Strike. 


The tenor oi the dispatches indicate that the car strike in Phil- 


adelphia is not prospering. Violence is subsiding and the cars are 
running. That the sympathetic strike is failing in its object is dis- 
closed by the following dispatch: 


"PHILADELPHIA, March 13.—In order to strengthen the 


sympathetic strike the Central Labor Union today directed that all 
milkmen, bakers, grocery clerks and other dispensers of the neces- 
sities of life remain away from work tomorrow and until the griev- 
ances of the striking carmen are adjusted." 


The effect of this move will be to swell the number of idle-men 


and inconvenience the public. The hardship will fall chiefly on the 
poor and people in moderate circumstances. 


On Saturday the strike leaders confidently announced that the 


strike would be won in three or four days. On the day following 
they called out the men engaged in supplying the daily necessaries 
of life to the masses and advised all laboring men to withdraw their 
deposits from the savings banks. This is hardly a proof that the 
prospects of the strikers are bright. It is a drastic recourse that 
must soon exhaust itself and may prove a boomerang. 


It is a matter for profound regret that such conflicts, with the 


suffering, bloodshed, ill feeling and financial loss they entail, cannot 
be prevented by the forces at the command t,i organized society. 
It is the public that suffers, the poor the most Of all, in these in- 
dustrial wars, and the public should have the power to protect itself 
from injury.

Harvard University is greatly dis- 


turbed 
over the 
proposal 
of 
the 


Massachusetts tax commissioner, in 
a report to the legislature, to tax the 
property of Harvard University for 
local purposes or else prohibit it from 
acquiring any more real estate which 
shall be placed In the untaxed column. 
This is something new in Massachu- 
setts or anywhere else. 
The com- 


plaint is that the total property valu- 
ation of Cambridge is only $109,000,- 
000, 
of -which $28,600,000 belongs to 


Harvard and is untaxed. 
The city 


claims that it Is unduly burdened in 
giving to the university all the' privi- 


leges and protection without any com- 
pensation. 


The question has become the sub- 


ject of acrimonious debate. In some 
Quarters the discussion is based on 
general grounds, such as whether an 
educational Institution does or does 
not more than pay for Itself from a 
financial standpoint. But what seems 
the most acute question Is whether 
Cambridge owes all to Harvard or 
Harvard all to Cambridge. 
It is the 


old fight of town and gown in a new 
light. It has been the uniform policy 
in every state of the country, MJ far 
as known, to exempt all educational.

system, the creation of which brought 
up new problems of corporation con- 
trol and Influenced more new legisla- 
tion than any other single Industrial 
agency, should signalize the clo.'-e of 


religious and charitable property from 
taxation save 'as the property It rev- 
enue producing. To tar the property 
of Harvard Is an innovation which 
has aroused its president to a threat 
of reprisal. 


When the matter was first brought 


up, President Lowell threatened to 
move the institution to New Ramp- 
shire if it were taxed. This seems an

Queer Play on Words 


Modern "orchestra*" never rewrt 


to the etymological and historical sig- 
nificance of their name. An "orches- 
tra" was properly a dancing place— 
the space between the stage and the 
auditorium, where the ancient Gre»k 
chorus went through Its evolution*. 
Then, In Roman, times, when the 
chorus had retired to the stage and 
finally disappeared, the name meant 
that part of the house where the sen- 
ators sat, the front seat, so that Ju- 
venal even speaks of the senate as 
"the orchestra." And then, when the 
band took op its place before the 
stage, "orchestra" came to mean what 
It does today. It Is not the only word 
from which the dancing associations 
have vanished. 
"Chorus" itself origi- 


nally meant a dance, and a "ballad" 
was a dance song, "ballare" meaning 
In late Latin to dance.

."In connection with 'humbug,' 'bug- 


bear1 and 'gold-bug,' It may be ob- 
served," says the London Chronicle,

RELIGION IN SCHOOLS. 


"Professor Butler says that the grow-

separation of church and state, hut 


which Is now accurately described as the 
Independence of man's political and re- 
ligious relationships, and concurrently 
tho development of a public educational 
conscience which has led the state to 
take upon Itself a large share of the re- 
sponsibility for education, have brought 
about the practical exclusion of the re- 
ligious element may not be permitted 
to pass wholly out of education unless we 
a-e to cripple It and render It hopelessly 
Incomplete.

WASHINGTON, March 14. — Fire, the 


bane of the forest, played less havoc 
In the woodlands of the national reserves 
last year than In 1908, although the num- 
ber of blazes was 410 greater, according 
to statistics which have Just been com- 
piled by the department of agriculture 


By reason of -the protective measures 


'adopted by theNdepartment, almost eighty 
per cent of the fires were extinguished 
before as much as five acres had been 
damaged: the fires covered less than 
one and one-half acres to the square 
mile of national forest land, and the 
damage done to the burned area aver- 
aged 11.26 per acre. 


For the year ended December 31 last 
there were 8138 fires in the forests, burn- 
Ing over, In. round figures, 800,000 acres 
of which about 62,000 were pdvate lands 
In national forests as 
against 
400,000 
acres in 1908 
Some 170,000,000 board 


feet of timber was consumed of which 
33,000.000 feet was privately owned 
as 


against 230,000,000 In the previous year. 


The loss in value of .timber destroyed 
was less than $300,000, of which close to 
$50,000 belonged to private parties. 
The 


loss of tho year before was about $400,- 
000. 
Damage to ra-productlon and for- 


age showed a remarkable decrease, less 
than $160,000 being the record for 1909 
and over 1700,000 than for 1908.
